NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Arthur 
Pollen, British war expert, has made 
the following statement to the Aaso- 
Clated Press on the submarine war: 

“Anything uneatisfactory in the 
military and political situation in 
Europe is balanced by the extraor- 
Ginary neus that the German sub- 
marine campaign has broken down 
altogether. The submarine is de- 
feated. This ts the most momentous 
event since the United States de- 
clared war. It means we can all 
stay in and that America can really 
come in. 

“Bix months ago shipping was be- 
ing destroyed, te some 
authorities, at a rate of 8,000,000 
tons per annum. Had this lees con- 
tinved, the Germans had the right 
te expect not indeed military vie- 
tory, but a peace that would mean 
something much leas than defeat. 
This was Germany's only hope and ti 
was the Allies’ only anxiety. For 
every one, including the German 
high command, knew that with sea 
communication reasonably safe, the 
military defeat of the German army 
Was certain. 

“In the firet fortnight of Novem- 
ber the rate of losses of British ton- 
nage of ships greater than 1600 tons 
each has fallen to about 1,066,000 
tons a year. The present shipbulld- 
ing capacity of Great Britain alone 
can make this loss good in les than 
eight months. At the rate America. 
Great Britain and Japan are striv- 
ing to attain, we should replace this 
loss in less than eight weeks. The 
rate of loss for the last week ts ac- 
tually lee than the annual toll of 
wrecks in peace time. Tt an 
amazing development. Tt ts not te 
be expected that the losses can re- 


main as iow as thie. They must eu 


fluctuate. But they should never 
cause us serious uneasiness again. 
“In face of the revindication of 
sea power, the greatest war achieve- 
ment of the British, American and 
Allied navies in the last three and 
a half years, we may be sure that 
there will be a reaction of optimism. 
For Germany's defeat at sea ie fnal 
universal and permanent, whereas 
Germany's successes on land are lo- 
cal, partial and temporary. And her 
defeat at sea means that America’s 
share in the war can be and will 
be decisive.”

All the British guns within range 
came into action with an inferno of 
noise that was appalling, and their 
myriad of shells began breaking in 
a Steady rain across the ridge in 
front of the advancing Germans. 

CAUGHT IN STEEL TORNADO. 

The enemy was attacking in 
foree, and as they surged long the 
high ground they were caught in 
this tornado of jagged steel. Many 
of them went down, never to rise 
again. Many more were wounded, 
and the major part of the attacking 
line was forced to retire after etruc- 
cling mina against this awful 
deluge for a few moments. 

Bome of the more determined 
men, however, pushed on. The 
ehrill chatter of the machine guns 
and erack of the rifles along the 
British positions joined the chorus 
of guns, and a stream of steel was 
whipped out across the open ground 
wallet high into the German ranks. 
But nevertheless these men con- 
tinued to advance determinedly. The 
order had been given that Passchen- 
facie must be retaken regardless of 
cost.

charge. 

They reached the British front 
line and hurled themselves against 
it. Then came the bitterest work of 
all—at close quarters. It is possible 
that a very few of t.ete Germans 
who braved the fine’ reah ever re- 
gained thelr own ine. The rest 
were left lying belore the British 
defenses. 

When the attack finally was 
smashed itt was a complete defeat 
for the Germans. The spirit with 
which the British met thie assault 
was epitomized by a German officer, 


who remarked the other day: “With 
such men as that we could go any- 
where and do anything.”

Another party of Mexican labor- 
ers, who had completed thé season's 
work for the various beet sugar 
|cCompanies in Southern California, 
Passed through the city yesterday, 
from Los Alamitos, bound for 
Nogales, where they will be sent 
across the line to Mexico. Othere 
have been hired to assist the ranch- 
ers in the Imperial Valley in the 
gathering of the cotton crop, and 
will mn there indefinitely. 
SF Mexicans were brought tn- 
te the country some n@nths ago 
under an agreement between the 
beet sugar companies and the De- 
partment of Labor, In order to re- 
lieve the labor problem that had be- 
come acute in the beet sugar sec- 
tion. Under that agreement ther 
were allowed to remain itm the 
United States for the perted ef «ix 
months, but were to be employed 
in no other vocation except of

While 
waiting at the train some loudly 
alleged they had not yet received 
all their wages.

The Mexicans did not say that 
they had been defrauded in any 
way, but some of them had worked 
for several companies and they 
thought more money Was coming 
to them. MeComie, rep- 
resenting the Better Beet Culture 
Committee, with offices in the Cen- 
tral Bullding, told the men to leave 
with him their accounts and he 
would see to it that they get justice.
